I. Claims 1-33, drawn to a device for treating tissue, classified in class 604, subclass 20. 

II. Claims 34-52, drawn to a method for treating tissue, classified in class 604, subclass 500. 

III. Claims 53-60, drawn to a method for controlling the permeability of tissue, classified in 
class 604, subclass 508.
